Question: My sister received a chain letter, and | 
am sending it on to you to be advised concerning 
it. My sister is worried, and that is why I am writ- 
ing to you. 

Answer; We are glad that you wrote to us about 
the chain letter your sister received. 

Through the years people have asked us what 
to do about chain letters. Oftentimes, as in the 
case of the letter your sister received, the chain 
letter seems to have a spiritual idea behind it, and 
one hesitates to break the chain for fear of break- 
ing a chain of good events. 

But we feel that the best thing to do with any 
chain letter is to throw it in the wastebasket. 
Chain letters are the product of superstitious 
minds and would not be perpetuated at all if it 
were not for the glorious promises of riches to the 
person who keeps the chain going or a threat of 
some kind to the one who breaks the chain. 
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We know that God's unchanging goodness is 
not affected by chain letters. The only chain we 
need to be concerned with is the chain of good 
thoughts that we build up in our mind, which is 
our guarantee always of blessings. 

Even when we are tempted to pass a chain let- 
ter along just for the fun of it, it is wiser not to 
do so, because the next person who receives it may 
not see it in the light of understanding that we 
do; and he may be fearful and apprehensive as 
to the results if he passes it along, or if he does 
not.

Question: If physical ills are all dissolved through 
prayer, why wasn’t Paul healed of his thorn in 
the flesh ? God can heal in a marvelous way if it is 
His will, but it was not His will that Paul should 
be healed. Paul kept the thorn in his flesh because 
it was an occasion for the power of Christ to be 
revealed and Paul gloried in his infirmities. 

Answer; Healing occupied sO prominent a place 
in the ministry of Jesus Christ that one should not 
for an instant permit Paul’s thorn to stand in the 
way of one’s acceptance of healing. It is recorded 
that Paul had prayed three times for the thorn to 
be removed when a very definite answer came to 
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him. “My grace is sufficient for thee: for my 
power is made perfect in weakness.” 

Paul interpreted the words to mean that he was 
to continue in physical suffering for the glorifica- 
tion of Jesus Christ. The metaphysician of today 
interprets them to mean that God’s grace is suf- 
ficient to heal any disease. His power is made per- 
fect in weakness. It overcomes it. Strength re- 
places weakness, health replaces sickness, and 
God is glorified in wholeness. 

Before his conversion, Paul, who was then 
known as Saul, believed in persecution. It was a 
practice prevalent in those times. In accordance 
with his training he was making every effort to 
destroy the Christians through persecution. He 
believed he was doing God's will. Then came his 
memorable conversion. 

With all the zeal of his former methods, Paul 
became one of the greatest promoters of the Chris- 
tian faith. Truth found a wonderful outlet 
through his well-trained mind. However, with the 
remembrance of his persecution of the Christians 
vividly alive in his thoughts it is not surprising 
that he associated martyrdom with Christianity, 
proclaiming, “I take pleasure in weakness, in in- 
juries, in necessities, in persecutions, in distresses.” 
Naturally his “thorn” remained. 

Do not let Paul’s experience discourage you. 
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Although Paul had marvelous faith, so that ‘God 
wrought special miracles’” by his hands, yet he 
prayed but three times for his own healing. Then 
he submitted to a permanent infirmity because he 
believed it to be God's will. However, there is no 
cause for you to do so when down through the 
centuries the living words of Jesus Christ ring out 
the challenge “According to your faith be it done 
unto you.” 

In former days men were content to accept re- 
ligious standards handed down by tradition or 
built up from man-made laws and opinions. Not 
being established in absolute good, they placed 
on God all the blame and responsibility for suf- 
fering. 

Now we have entered the Christ era of whole- 
ness and well-being. The blame for imperfection 
is being placed where it is merited, upon the 
shoulders of an erring humanity. This may seem 
a bit hard on man, but it gives us back our God 
of love. 

The greatest prayer that can be offered to God 
is ““Thy will be done.” Made sincerely even in 
blind faith, it works wonders, and it accomplishes 
greater things when made with understanding of 
His will.

To the Editor: 

This letter is not a testimonial, in the regular 
sense of the word. But your little monthly publi- 
cation has been of so much benefit to me that | 
feel strongly impelled to let you know about it. 

A week or so ago I almost passed by a friend 
whom I had not seen for five or six years. When 
I called hello to her, she turned and gave me a 
sharp, searching look, and I knew she did not 
recognize me for a moment. Then she smiled and 
spoke my name, and we had a brief conversation. 
Before we parted she.said, “You're very happy, 
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aren't you?” And I answered her with the one 
word that best describes my happiness: ‘“Unbeliev- 
ably.” She had not instantly recognized my fea- 
tures, but she had recognized the happiness in me. 

A year ago I was perilously close to disaster, 
facing each new day with a dread and appre- 
hension that overshadowed all my waking hours 
and threatened my marriage and my own well- 
being.

I felt the need of Him, but I could not reach 
Him—why I did not know. 

Years ago I had seen a copy of DaiLty WorpD 
while visiting in the home of a friend. Almost in 
desperation I traced down an old issue in order to 
find the address of the publisher; and without 
any real conviction that it, or anything else, could 
help me, I subscribed for it. If you think I am 
going to tell you about a miracle that took place 
overnight after I received my first issue, you're 
mistaken.

Certain factors in my lifé were causing me deep 
distress and unhappiness.
